The  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory,  and  there  was  very  little 
infectious  disease  during  the  year* 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  total  birth  rates  or  death  rates* 

There  were  more  deaths  from  cancer  than  last  year,  but  less  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation*  There  was  only  one  death  during  the  year  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  and  six  deaths  of  infants  under  the  §ge  of  one  year*  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  from  childbirth  or  abortion  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession*

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  mild  measles,  and  four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified*

DISPOSAL  OF  RADIO-ACTIVE  VABTES 

The  Experimental  Research  and  Development  Establishment  of  the  Ministry  of 
aviation  at  Y/althara  Abbey  is  authorized  to  discharge  radio-active  substances  into 
the  main  drainage  system,  up  to  a  maximum  amount  not  exceeding  two  millicuries  of 
activity  per  week.  The  amount  discharged  during  the  year  was  half  a  millicurie  each 
of  tritium  and  silver  which  is  well  below  the  permitted  quantity.  Adequate  controls 
land  records  continue  to  be  maintained  to  ensure  the  continued  safety  of  workmen  and 
the  general  public. 


In  concluding,  I  would  again  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  help  and  co-operation,  and  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


The  Council  continued  its  participation  in  the  Essex  County  Council* s  Sc|tf|- 
for  recording  pollution  of  the  atmosphere. 

Daily  readings  of  the  volumetric  instrument  are  taken  in  the  Department. 
The  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instruments  are  submitted  to  the  Counties 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  Thresh  House,  Verulam  Street,  Gray*s  Inn  Road, 
London,  W.C.l.  for  examination  and  analysis  at  monthly  intervals. 

At  the  request  of  Cheshunt  U.D.C.  meetings  were  held  to  discuss  allegat i  is 
of  pollution  in  the  Lea  Road  area.  Further  meetings  were  held  with  the  manrpnf 
of  one  fim  who  offered  its  co-operation  in  any  way,  whilst  at  the  same  time 
disclaiming  responsibility.  Regular  inspection  was  maintained  in  the  area  1  j 
no  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  observed. 
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Despite  the  Minister7 s  undertaking  that  Crown  premises  would  co-operate  in 
the  implementing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Eastern  Electricity  Board’s  Power 
Station  at  Brimsdown  continues  to  he  a  major  source  of  pollution  in  this  areao 

LICENSED  PREMISES . 

Thirty-five  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  and  conditions  were  found 
to  he  satisfactory# 


SEWEgaiG-Ec 

The  area  ir  sewered  in  the  main  to  an  outfall  at  the  Old  Sewerage  Y/orks  in 
Brooker  Road#  From  there  it  is  pumped  under  the  River  Lea  end  thence  hy  gravity 
to  the  Middlesex  Works  at  Deephams. 

In  addition  the  S ewar dst one bury  area  is  drained  to  a  small  hut  satisfactory 
works  in  Sewardstonehuiy ;  one  from  a  small  area  in  the  Fox  and  Hounds  district  is 
drained  to  Chingford,  and  one  farm  to  the  Epping  .and  Ongar  Rural  District. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AM)  DISPOSAL. 

Collection  is  made  weekly  from  all  properties  in  the  area  hy  two  modern  b.D. 
vehicles. 

Problems  of  disposal  are  always  with  us,  hut  one  wonders  whether  individual 
tipping  is  the  answer.  What  happens  when  there  are  no  more  holes  to  he  filled? 
Last  year  I  suggested  that  tipping  he  controlled  on  the  basis  of  a  Regional  Board. 
I  lelieve  a  meeting  was  held,  hut  have  not  heard  of  any  practical  proposals  to 
further  this  point. 
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CESSPOOLS. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  quarterly  by  Contract.

(during  the  summer  months),  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Farm  Hill  Road.  Unf ortunate.'j, 

these  properties  suffer  seriously  from  wilful  damage. 

One  deplores  the  fact  that  there  is  not  a  constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold 
water  together  with  paper  towels  in  the  public  conveniences.  It  is  felt  that

The  Public  Health  Committee  gave  favourable  consideration  to  this  suggesljp 


which  was  embodied  in  last  years  report.  However,  coincident  with  this  came 
report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  serious  damage  in  the  conveniences  cau 


vandals  and  it  was  decided  reluctantly  not  to  proceed  with  the  scheme.  It  s 
all  wrong  that  the  law  abiding  members  of  the  community  should  be  deprived  af'hM 
facility  because  of  the  behaviour  of  sane  hooligans. 
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If  the  general  public  would  report  any  damage  which  they  witness,  legal 
action  could  be  taken  and  matters  thereby,  we  hope,  improved* 

The  Committee  also  made  provision  for  public  amenities  in  the  Wake  Arms  area 
as  and  when  the  water  main  is  extended* 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  within  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board*  s  area  of  supply*  There 
are  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which  do  not  receive  the  benefit  of  this  supply 
and  depend  solely  on  water  from  shallow  wells* 

The  water  in  the  wells  in  the  "Wake  Arms”  area  although  reported  as  "fit  for 
domestic  purposes"  is  extremely  acid  in  reaction*  It  is  extremely  doubtful  that 
the  supply  is  adequate  for  the  business  premises  concerned*  One  shudders  to 
think  what  may  happen  in  case  of  fire*  As  a  result  of  the  unsatisfactory  supply 
in  this  area,  approaches  were  made  to  interested  parties  with  a  view  to  the 
extension  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  mains  to  this  area*  Financial 
arrangements  were  concluded  and  instructions  given  for  the  work  to  be  put  in  hand* 

At  Claverhambury,  the  Clapton  Stadium  Limited  supply  their  dwelling  houses 
and  kennels,  together  with  an  adjoining  dairy  farm,  with  water  obtained  from  an 
artesian  well* 

Samples  of  water  have  been  obtained  from  wells  in  various  parts  of  the  district, 
and  also  from  the  public  mains  and  swimming  pool*  The  swimming  pool  is  privately 
owned,  water  being  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board*  Favourable  reports 
werj  received  from  the  Analyst  in  each  case*
